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Weather satellite 


Nimbus-E set for launch 


A satellite which will take the 
first vertical temperature readings 
from space through clouds, monitor 
a mysterious disappearing current 
off the west coast of South America 
and thermally map the earth’s 
surface so geologists can better 
understand what is happening below 
the crust, will be launched Sunday 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
from 
Vandenberg AFB. 
Nimbus-E (Nimbus-5 in orbit), 
named after the Latin word for rain 
cloud, was originally to be launched 
Monday. 
A two-stage Delta rocket will 
place 
the 
“ butterfly” 
shaped 
observatory into a near polar, 
circular orbit 1,103 Km (686 statute 
miles) high. 
The 772 kilograms (1,695 pounds) 
applications space-craft, heaviest 
yet in the Nimbus series, will carry 
six advanced instruments or sensors 
— three improved sensors similar to 
those 
aboard 
earlier 
Nimbus 
spacecraft and three brand new 
ones. 
Measurements of the entire globe 
will be made twice in every 24-hour 
period, once in sunlight (about local 
noon) and once again in darkness 
(about midnight). 
Dr. William Nordberg, project 
scientist from NASA’s Goddard 
Space Flight Center, Greenbelt, Md.

data from the microwave 
instruments will be helpful to ships 
operating 
in 
the 
Arctic 
and 
Antarctic regions. Thin clouds, such 
as cirrus and stratus which are 
predominate in the polar regions, 
are relatively transparent in the 
m icrowave 
portion 
of 
the 
electromagnetic spectrum. We plan 
to map surface ice and water with 
the 
microwave 
sensors 
aboard 
Nimbus-E and we might even be 
able to differentiate between the old 
and more recently formed ice.” 
Sensors aboard Nimbus-E will 
also map the Gulf Stream off the 
East Coast of the United States.

J-M labor situation becoming more tense

Kissinger 
called 
on 
French 
President 
Georges 
Pompidou 
Friday, then conferred for 4 Vi hours 
with North Vietnamese negotiator 
Le Due Tho. Sources close to 
Pompidou's office said a Vietnam 
peace accord was near but not 
imminent. 
The 
French 
sources 
said 
Pompidou and his foreign policy 
adviser Pierre Juillet, who also met 
with Kissinger, got the impression 
that 
a 
number 
of 
problems 
remained to be solved in the private 
negotiations aimed at ending the 
war. 
In Washington, the White House 
said the negotiations would resume 
Saturday afternoon at a site to be 
selected by the North Vietnamese 
No further details were given. 


The spokesman for the American 
delegation declined to say when, 
where or whether more talks would 
be held. He said any information 
about 
Kissinger’s 
activities 
or 
travel plans would come from Wa­ 
shington 
A Viet Cong spokesman said: “ We 
have no new moves to announce. 
The decision now is in the American 
camp.” 
The White House aide and Tho, a 
key member of Hanoi’s politburo, 
met from about 3 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
in the fashionable Neuilly home of 
an American jeweler, bringing to 19 
hours the total time the two sides 
have spent around the negotiating 
table in five sessions this week 


alone. 
An estimated 100 onlookers broke 


into applause when Kissinger, Tho 
and their aides emerged from the 
Paris 
suburban 
mansion 
after 
Friday’s 
negotiations. 
Kissinger 
smiled and all the Vietnamese, for 
the 
first 
time, 
waved 
to 
the 
spectators and a crowd of newsmen. 
Kissinger accompanied Tho to his 
car and gave him a long and cordial 
handshake. 


The news blackout continued and 
neither 
side 
would 
make 
any 
comment on the progress of the 
talks. 


Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers flew home from Europe 
Friday, disappointed that a Vietnam 
peace agreement had not been 
reached in time for him to sign it in 
Paris this weekend 


according to another source, was 
hiring new workers each day.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) — Harry S Truman’s failing heart weakened 
to “ extremely precarious” strength Friday, his personal physician said, but 
later the critically ill former president was reported to be slightly improved 
and more alert. 
Truman’s daughter, Mrs. Margaret Truman Daniel, upset by the doctor’s 
statement, for a time took over the job of briefing reporters on her88year- 
old father’s condition. 
The final hospital statement of the night, which came at 10 p.m. (CST) 
said that Truman had “ tolerated 32 ounces” of a wheat-based liquid, which 
was fed him through a gastric tube. 
“ He now seems to be reacting more,” said a hospital spokesman. “ The 
rapid pulse is lower. The blood pressure remains within the normal limits.” 
The spokesman said Dr. Wallace Graham, who has treated Truman since 
the former president entered Research Hospital Tuesday “ indicates his 
condition remains critical, but slightly improved since the feeding.” 
During the afternoon, however, 
Graham had issued a statement 
saying Truman’s “ cardiac situation 
is extremely precarious.” 
This prompted Mrs. Daniel to 
appear at an early evening briefing 
and give her own report. 
“ The quote from the previous 
news conference was from Dr. 
Graham,” said Mrs. Daniel. “ But 
Dr. Graham didn’t realize the 
context. I didn’t think he realized 
how it would sound.” 
Mrs. Daniel’s comments came 
during 
a 
briefing 
in which 
a 
spokesman 
said 
that 
Truman’s 
condition “ shows improvement in 
the cardiac irregularity.” 
Mrs. Daniel did not appear at the 
night’s final briefing. 
No further statement on Truman’s 
condition is expected until 10 a.m. 
Saturday. 
Although Mrs. Daniel disagreed 
with the wording of Graham’s 
“ extremely precarious” statement, 
she said she did not mean to say she 
thought the report was exaggerated. 
“ But people could be a little more 
calm,” said Mrs. Daniel, who flew 
to Kansas City Thursday in a 
jetliner provided by the White 
House. 
“ I don’t believe anyone can be 
absolutely positive as to what will 
happen and when. At the moment, 
nothing drastic is anticipated. 1 
believe he’s come up a little. His 
color seems to be pretty good to me. 
“ I don’t believe anyone can tell at 
this point (whether Truman would 
recover). He’s 88 years old. He’s 
very frail and he is ill.” 
Graham did not appear while Mrs. 
Daniel spoke, nor did Truman's 
wife, Bess, 87. 
Following Mrs. Daniel’s remarks, 
Research Hospital spokesman John 
Dreves was asked whether he 
wanted to retract the “ extremely 
precarious” statement. 
“ No,” Dreves said. “ We’ll let that 
stand.” 
The key to Truman’s survival was 
the condition on his heart, weakened 
by a four-day fight against lung 
infection. He was unable to eat or 
breathe properly. 
His 
daughter 
said 
Truman 
“ mostly shakes his head from side 
to side and shrugs his shoulders,” to 
communicate with his doctors and 
family. 
Truman’s temperature was 99 
degrees and his pulse rate was 124. 
Mrs Daniel smiled and joked with 
reporters 
during 
her 
personal 
briefing, and although Dreves sat 
nearby Mrs. Daniel dominated the 
session. 
She was asked whether Graham, 
who has been Truman’s physician 
since his White House days, would 
come to the briefing The request to 
see Graham was an obvious attempt 
to settle whatever differences there 
might be in Graham’s and Mrs. 
Daniel’s 
account 
of 
Truman s 
condition. 
“ You can sure request it, but I 
don’t think you are going to get 
him,” Mrs. Daniel said with a smile. 
“ I can certainly ask him, but he 
won’t do it tonight. ” 
Earlier, Graham had said the 
hospital was receiving hundreds of 
messages for Truman 


“ Frequent telephone calls to the 
hospital, including one fom Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, plus hundreds of 
cards and letters, are all indications 
of the nation’s concern,” Graham 
said. 
Truman’s heart was monitored 
every second He was given oxygen 
to help him breathe He was fed 
through a needle in the arm and a 
tube in the nose Extra medication 
was administered to keep him 
relaxed 


Smooth 
going on 
Apollo 17 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (U PI) 
— Apollo 17’s astronauts sped 
toward the gentle grasp of moon 
gravity Saturday, confident “ there’s 
some life in the old bird” that will 
make 
America’s 
final 
Apollo 
landing Monday. 
Everything was going smoothly 
for Eugene A. Cernan, Ronald E. 
Evans and Harrison H. “ Jack” 
Schmitt. 
The worst problem seemed to be a 
balky 
docking 
latch 
on 
the 
spaceship. Mission controllers said 
the best thing to do about that might 
very well be nothing at all. 
“ The spacecraft is still in great 
shape and the crew’s in great 
shape,” 
flight 
director 
Neil 
Hutchinson said Friday night before 
the astronauts settled down for their 
second full night in space. 
Mission 
Control 
told 
the 
astronauts they would pass from the 
dominant influence of Earth gravity 
into the tug of lunar gravity and 
begin speeding up at 11:16 p.m. EST 
Saturday, at that time, Apollo 17 will 
be 
219,333 
miles 
from 
Earth. 
Capsule communicator 
Robert 
Overmyer had some disappointing 
news for the spacemen. Because 
they blasted off late, he said, they 
would 
miss 
the 
anticipated 
experience of spending six hours 
late Friday and early Saturday in 
the moon’s dark shadow. 
“ OK,” replied Schmitt, the first 
scientist-astronaut to fly in space. 
“ Sorry to hear that.” 
After sharpening their aim Friday 
afternoon 
toward 
lunar 
orbit 
Sunday, 
Cernan 
and 
Schmitt 
wriggled through a tiny tunnel into 
the landing craft Challenger to 
check out its instruments and 
supplies. They pronounced it “ a 
clean ship.” 
The only problem they found was 
with one of the 12 docking latches 
holding Challenger to the nose of the 
command ship America. This latch 
had not snapped shut, although all of 
the other 11 had done so Only nine 
of the latches must close to meet 
Apollo safety requirements 
“ My personal opinion is there isn’t 
anything wrong with the latch,” 
Hutchinson said He said “ Even if 
the latch has malfunctioned, it 
currently is in a position where it 
will not have any effect on the 
mission from here on out.” 
The flight director said a decision 
on whether to try to fix the latch had 
been postponed until a second visit 
to Challenger Saturday afternoon

Chilean events 


A year or so back, Chou 
En-lai gave an interview to 
a Mexican publisher and 
when the subject of Allende 
came up, Chou said that 
although 
of 
course 
he 
wished Allende well, in fact 
Allende was not going about 
the communization of his 
country in the proper way. 
Communism 
cannot 
be 
brought in by parliamentary 
means, 
said 
Chou. 
The 
suggestion that only coups 
d-etat, 
and 
totalitarian 
direction 
can 
midwife 
communism is historically 
safe, so far. Allende was 
going 
to 
bring 
about 
communism 
via 
a 
parliamentary democracy. 
It looks now as though he 
will fail, and Chou will be 
vindicated. 
The situation is not clear, 
as Allende globetrots, but 
the schedule is definitely 
off. Allende proposed, on 
being 
elected, 
to 
carry 
forward his program to 
communize the country by 
asking parliament for its 
consent, 
and 
by 
going 
directly to the people to 
overrule 
parliament 
whenever 
it 
proved 
refractory. 
As 
for 
the 
opposition, he intended to 
keep 
it off balance by 
balancing the two opposition 
parties against each other. 
The opposition press he 
would neutralize by petty 
harassment. The 
people 
would be meanwhile elated 
by 
the 
fru its 
of 
expropriation, and by their 
rapid enrichment as a result 
of the government control of 
credit. 
All of 
this 
is 
shambles. 
Now, as Allende declaims 
before the United Nations 
about 
the tyranny 
of 
Kennecott 
Copper 
and 
IT&T, people are beginning 
to wonder. The situation in 
Chile is recently improved 
— but only because three 
generals were taken into 
Allende’s cabinet, several of 
Allende’s most provocative 
proposals were repulsed, 
and the general feel for the 
Chilean situation is that the 
show is very nearly over, 
indeed there are those who 
believe 
it 
altogether 
possible that Allende will 
not return. That his great 
tour will be, in effect, a 
farewell tour. 
“ Marxism,” an observer 
on the scene writes, ‘‘is 1 
think out for the immediate 
future — at least Marxism 
of the kind that describes 
conditions 
in 
Moscow, 
Peking, or Cuba. Socialism 
— a very deep socialism — 
will be hard to eradicate, 
and hardships of every kind 
lie in store for us. But I 
think history will record 
that Allende fell on the first 
of 
November. 
It 
was 
General Carlos Prats who 
said to him: enough — and 
demanded an armed forces 
triumvirate in the cabinet.

“ Allende 
had no 
alternative than to give the 
impression that it was his 
idea in the first place to 
bring in the generals. The 
Communists 
and the 
Socialists united to oppose 
this,

their support. Allende told 
them: 
Okay, 
but the 
moment you withdraw your 
support, every Socialist I 
have appointed to office will 
lose his job.’ The Socialists 
didn’t want to make that 
important a contribution to

Communists did too. My 
opinion is that Prats is now 
in charge.” 
What will Prats do? The 
speculation is that he will 
proceed with reference to 
what the people say in the 
elections of next March, 
which he will interpret as a 
referendum.

clearly 
crucial, 
as 
the 
Allendistas hope and pray 
that the opposition will once 
again 
divide, 
so 
as 
to 
obscure the results. It may 
very 
well 
be 
the 
last 
opportunity given to Chile to 
renounce Allende and his 
works. This is because the 
opposition, though popular, 
has increasing difficulty in 
making its voice heard. In 
fact 
the 
press 
is 
still 
technically free. Only two 
radio stations have actually 
been nationalized more or 
less coercively. The state 
TV channel is of course 
obsequious to Allende, and 
the 
Chilean 
university 
channel has always been 
Marxist. But channel 13, 
formerly left-wing, is now 
definitely in opposition. But 
it needs desperately simple 
transmitting parts, and the 
state agency 
refuses to 
make these available. The 
opposition newspaper faces 
terrible paper shortages. 
They have enough to go 
around until March, but do 
not know where they will go 
after that for paper. 
And then, too, there are 
rumors that Allende is ill. 
They do not say of what. The 
theoretical demoralization 
of 
his 
movement 
is 
a 
congruent 
manifestation. 
The leader is stricken, as 
his legions are routed. It is a 
very old scenario. Many will 
take heart, if indeed the 
Chilean 
experiment 
with 
communism is about over. 
It will be good news for the 
Chilean people. But there is 
a disturbing vindication of 
Chou En-lai. The next time 
around, 
the 
aspirant 
Communist 
will 
perhaps 
reason that, without further 
ado, the elimination of the 
parliament is the first order 
of 
business. 
And 
parliaments are very easy 
to dispose 
of 
in 
Latin 
America. They do it every 
day.

Another tax hike needed?

ANGELES 
- 
California’s 
general fund, despite a large surplus 
this year, may require another tax 
increase if it is forced to comply fully 
with the Serrano-Priest court decision 
on school financing, State Controller 
Hugh Flournoy said today. 


“ A program to fully implement the 
Serrano decision could require $300 
million to $400 million in additional 
state funds which apparently can only 
be raised through a tax increase,” 
Flournoy 
said 
in 
addressing 
the 
students 
and 
faculty 
of 
Loyola 
University Law School. 


“ I strongly suspect the courts will 
have to force action on the obvious 
injustice of the present financing 
system” , Flournoy declared. “ Full 
compliance with Serrano will require a 
politically painful tax increase.” 
“ Although California will still have a 
large surplus for the current year,” the 
Controller said, “ the new tax bill, S.B. 
90, has neatly disposed of the on-going 


surplus by committing virtually all the 
funds that safely could be committed 
to on-going expenditures for schools 
and property tax relief. Major new 
continuing 
expenditure 
programs 
beyond S.B. 90 cannot be enacted 
without running the risk of a future tax 
increase.” 
Flournoy said that while S.B. 90 
improves the “ deplorable situation” in 
school financing by providing “ badly 
needed dollars and some tax relief” to 
lower wealth school districts, 
“ it 
simply does not implement the Serrano 
decision.” 
“ We have improved the system with 
the new tax bill,” Flournoy said,” but 
we have still permitted a scheme to 
continue in which some school districts 
can spend significantly more per pupil 
than other districts while taxing their 
property owners at a significantly 
lower rate. 
That is the essence of the fault which 
the California Supreme Court found 
unconstitutional,” Flournoy said.

Christmas: 
A time for giving — and taking 


Along with Christmas shopping this year, as in 
previous years, Christmas shoplifting will be costly to 
everyone — store owners, employes, and patrons. 
Prices, according to John Martin, manager of JC 
Penny in the Lompoc Shopping Center on H Street, go up 
because of the losses businesses suffer by shoplifters. 
The public, in other words, pays the shoplifter’s way. 
“So this is why the public should help us catch anyone 
they see shoplifting,” Martin said earlier this week. 
He said a customer should inform a sales person or the 
store manager if he sees someone shoplifting and, if 
necessary, assist in making a citizen’s arrest. 
“Customers help us. They often give us information 
that results in an apprehension. This happened just last 
week,” noted Martin. 
Prevention of shoplifting is another theme of the 
holiday season for stores and shops in Lompoc, a theme 
which the Lompoc Police Department is helping to 
develop. Sgt. Richard De Lung recently presented a 
seminar on preventative shoplifting to local merchants, 
for example. 
Shoplifting, the largest crime in the world, a crime 
that nets shoplifters in the U.S. $3.5 billion yearly, a 
crime which stores budget for, intensifies when shopping 
intensifies, 
during 
Easter 
vacation, 
graduation 
activities, and store sales he warns. 
But shoplifting reaches an apex during Christmas. 
“There is more shopping during Christmas, so there is 
more shoplifting then. It is a crime of opportunity,” he 
said. And opportunity, with crowds and buying haste, is 


best when the season of giving is about. 
Sgt. De Lung informed Lompoc merchants in areas of 
preventative shoplifting through advising them on the 
shoplifters working habits (“ For 
many shoplifters, 
shoplifting is a job."), sufficient training of employes 
(“Keep a sharp eye"), and how to apprehend a 
shoplifter. 
He also outlined deterrent methods: 1 — be aware 
there is always a thief in the store; 2 — shoplifters can 
be children, teenagers, business (looking) men, or old 
ladies (don’t sterotype); 4 — watch for someone 
carrying a booster box (box with a false bottom); 5 — 
deploy obvious floor walkers; 6 — maintain many 
employes on duty; and many others. 
Such a simple deterrent like a floor walker works well, 
according to Martin. 
“There 
are 
instances 
every 
week 
we 
deter 
shoplifters,” he said. 
Penny's is more interested in detering a shoplifter 
than in convicting one. However, Martin reported, it 
prosecutes all violations. 
He felt that many young people do not realize the 
seriousness of shoplifting as a crime. “It is humiliating 
for him and his family and it is a stigma that never 
leaves.” 
Shoplifting can be prosecuted as a felony (one year 
minimum in the county jail or 10 years maximum in the 
state prison) when the shoplifter enters the store with 
intent to steal. Otherwise, it is judged as a misdemeanor 
($500 fine and-or six months in jail), Sgt. De Lung said. 


Palestinians, Lebanese fight

At the United Nations, th General 
Assembly voted 86 to 7 with 31 abstentions 
to call on all countries to withhold aid to 
Israel that might be used to change 
conditions in Arab territory occupied after 


the 1967 Six Day War. The resolution was a 
toned-down version of an earlier draft 
resolution asked by the Arab states 
condemning Israel. 
In

Aviv 
an 
Israeli 
military 
spokesman said in response to the Beirut 
reports, “ the area is an open area and 
everybody could see what’s going on.” 
Following the September Israeli attack, 
Lebanese 
authorities 
and 
guerrillas 
reached an agreement restricting the guer­ 
rilla presence in south Lebanon and 
imposed a strict ban on guerrillas in border 
villages and towns, political sources said. 
In the fighting the guerillas accused the 
government 
forces 
of 
initiating 
the 
outbreak by shelling their positions with 
artillery. 
A Lebanese Defense Ministry spokesman 
said the guerrillas had encroached on an 
“offlimits” military area and refused to 
evacuate it at the arm y’s request.

Erickson; David Luke Norman, assistant attorney general 
in charge of the civil rights division; Jerris Leonard, 
administrator of law enforcement assistance and Norman’s 
predecessor at the civil rights division; 
Roger C. 
Crampton, assistant attorney general in charge of the 
office of legal counsel; and Leo M Pellerzi, assistant 
attorney general for administration. 


Foreign service alerted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The State Department alerted 
100 foreign service officers Friday to be ready to go to 
Vietnam in the event of a cease-fire. 
But officials said the action was a contingency plan and 
not a signal that peace was imminent. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers flew home from Europe, and was 
reported to be disappointed that an agreement had not been 
reached in time for him to sign it in Paris. 


Laird to close bases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird said Friday he expects to begin closing military bases 
next year that could cut more than $1 billion a year from 
the defense budget after 1975 
Speaking to newsmen at Andrews Air Force Base after 
his return from a week of NATO meetings m Brussels, 
Laird said he has received lists of bases that can be closed 
or cut back from all three of the services. 
“The chiefs and others do feel that cuts can be made in 
this area,” Laird said. 
Just one year ago, outgoing Deputy Defense Secretary 
David Packard startled a news conference by saying that 
he could save $11 billion a year by getting rid of 
unnecessary bases

Picket Line 
stand halts 
NFL union 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The National F’ootball League Players’ Association 
(NFLPA) has come a long way, baby! 
The first rumble of discontent was heard back in 1956, 
and now in 1972, the players’ union was asked by the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers (IBEW) 
to honor their picket lines by boycotting post-game inter­ 
views with the CBS network. Are lettuce and grapes next? 


The formation of a union changed the image of the foot­ 
ball player from a cro-magnon type whose hand was 
guided to scrawl an “ X” across the letter of intent to a 
modern sophisticate who endorses everything from picket 
lines and politicians to popcorn poppers. 
In November of 1956, armed with 370 players’ signa­ 
tures, Creighton Miller, a lawyer from Cleveland, Kyle 
Rote of the New York Giants and Norman Van Brocklin 
of the Los Angeles Rams, representing East and West, 
tuned up an overture for recognition of a players’ union. 
Their goal was to establish a scale of preseason pay, to 
force an injury compensation clause into the NFL con­ 
tract, to set a minimum salary of $5,000 and to chisel 
per diem and travel expenses for road trips. 


Their intentions were honorable, and although the 
owners voted to grant most of these demands in their 
meeting in January 1957, recognition of a union was 
denied. 
During the spring of 1957. the Supreme Court ruled on 
the William Radovich case. Radovich had sued the league, 
claiming their monopoly on trade had caused him to be 
blacklisted. A House antitrust subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Em anuel Celler of New York, started investigation 
in August 1957. 
Commissioner Bert Bell, to show the league’s good 
faith in its players, announced on the witness stand his 
intention to recognize the fledgling Players’ Association, 
but later that same August, a meeting between Bell, Rote 
and Miller proved fruitless. 
When the Players’ Association began preparing a $4 mil­ 
lion suit against the league, the owners and the com­ 
missioner, Bell finally agreed to recognize and negotiate 
with the union in December 1957, George Preston Marshall 
of the Washington Redskins was opposed, and George 
Halas of the Bears “had reservations.’’ 
The new union, having achieved recognition and settle­ 
ment of their demands, now went into a curious downward 
spiral that was an insult to the patience of the owners. 


There was the bubble gum gambol. The NFLPA com­ 
plained bitterly that the proceeds from bubble gum 
trading cards went to the league coffers instead of the 
players’. “They’re our pictures.’’ pouted union president 
Bill Howton, “ and I think we should get the money.’’ ___ 


The Los Angeles Ram s threatened a strike in 1958 over 
some triviality, and coach Sid Gillman was heard to 
m utter, “ I’ll play the damn game if I have to get the 
Orange Countv Rhinos into Ram uniforms!’’ 
The NFLPA reestablished itself after this pettiness, 
drawing up a pension plan and a league-supported m ed­ 
ical insurance program which was accepted by the 
owners and supported in part by new lucrative TV 
contracts. 
The Players’ Association was thriving until this boycott 
business cropped up. They had survived league expansion, 
the m erger with the AFL and two player strikes. 
I called Ed Garvev, director of the NFLPA to see if a 
sympathy boycott wouldn’t set a dangerous precedent.

Floyd Little fights bitterness 


A Bronco who keeps bucking

DENVER, Colo. — (NEA) 
— For six s t r a i g h t years, 
from September to Decem­ 
ber, a little bit of Floyd 
Little has died every Sunday. 


It’s not a physical thing, 
though the scars are there to 
see. More a traum atic, de­ 
pressive experience. Because 
in those six years, Floyd 
Little has experienced the 
fru.stration of playing on a 
professional football team, 
the Denver Broncos, which 
has lost more than twice as 
many games as it has won. 


“ I’ve been down,’’ he says, 
“ and I’ve been crying. My 
wife is the only one who real­ 
ly knows how bad it’s been. 
She’s seen me crying. I can’t 
let my team m ates see me 
down.’’ 
It’s been especially bitter 
for Floyd Little because he 
is 
a 
genuine 
professional 
football super-star. And be­ 
cause he has been the team 
captain of the Broncos all 
that 
time. 
And 
because 
losing was foreign to him be­ 
fore he became a pro. 
Yes, Floyd Little, who is 
30 years old and tough, with 
the muscled upper torso of a 
weight-lifter, says he has 
shed literal tears over a 
game played by grown men. 
Floyd has played the game 
for 18 of his years. It took 
him out of the ghetto area of 
New 
Haven, 
Conn., 
and 
through a college education 
and now into civic concern 
with his adopted community 
of Denver. 
He is on the board of di­ 
rectors of six civic enter­ 
prises 
(ranging 
from 
the 
Denver Olympic Committee 
to the Clayton College School 
for Boys) and he is planning 
to go to law school this 
winter. “ I want to be a 
judge.’’ he says, “—like By­ 
ron (Whizzer) White.’’ He 
smiles. 
Whizzer White — Supreme 
Court Justice White, that is 
—was another great running 
back on Colorado gridirons 
who once led the pros in 
rushing the football, before 
World War II. 
Little 
was 
the 
leading 
ground-gainer in all of pro 
ball last year, with 1,133 
yards, a churning runner 
who has gained an average 
of four yards every time he 
has carried the ball in his 
career for the Broncos, with 
a mediocre supporting cast. 
The personal recognition has 
arrived. He has played in the 
last two Pro Bowls. 
Still, for him, it comes 
down to a m atter of recon­ 
ciliation with losing. 
“ My first two years were 
the worst,’’ he says. “ Re­ 
member, I went to three 
bowl games in college (Syra­ 
cuse, where he was a three­ 
time All-American). In prep 
school, we had a 33-game 
winning streak. And my high 
school team was undefeated 
when I left.’’

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Because he is only 5-10 and 
bandy-legged (“ I’d be 6-2 if 
I could straighten out my 
legs,’’ 
he 
says) 
and

weight is 196, Floyd has

He 
had broken clavicles the first 
two years. He had a shoulder 
separation. 
His back

been broken in two places. 


“ But 
I’m

proudly. 
“ He’s never in the tub,’’ 
says Jim Turner, the place- 
kicker of the Broncos. The 
“tub’’ is the training room 
with its whirlpool, which at­ 
tracts 
m alingerers 
w h e n 
they want to duck out of 
practice or playing “ And,” 
adds Turner, “ his attitude is 
never in the tub. I played on 
a team that was the best 
(the 1968 Super Bowl New 
York Jets). And F'loyd’s as 
good as any of them ” 


There has to be the ques­ 
tion, however, of self-stimu-

lation in a morass of defeat­ 
ism. Maybe it’s the money. 


“ Uh, uh,’’ he shakes his 
head. “ I don’t m ake as much 
as most running backs in this 
league. I figure the longevity 
of a pro running back is 
1.5 years. The average for 
any pro is three years. So 
my life expectancy in the 
game is a lot shorter than 
average. Every time I go out 
there I figure it’s the last 
time. 
Every 
play is 
the 
last play I’ll ever play. This 
is what has kept me going 
every week.’’ 


Losing does get to him. 
The worst this 
year was 
when the Broncos blew a 
potential upset over the Min­ 
nesota Vikings. 


“That n i g h t,’’ admits 
F'loyd, “ I said to myself, 
‘This is it, I quit.’ After years 
of dying every week. I’d had 
it And I did quit—for 10 or 
15 minutes” 


Then he remembered his 
responsibilities as the team 


leader, which he takes seri­ 
ously. 
“ He’s the guy,’’ says John 
Ralston, 
the 
new 
Denver 
coach, “we’re always talking 
to about squad attitude. I 
can’t tell you how much he’s 
helped me. He’s an incredi­ 
ble individual.’’ 
When the Broncos recently 
upset the Oakland Raiders, 
with Floyd scoring once on a 
pass reception and throwing 
a surprise pass for another 
score, the determined Bron­ 
co back also exerted an in­ 
fluence not apparent. The 
Denver defensive unit was 
using a rookie linebacker, 
Tom Graham, for the first 
time as a starter. 


“ I t a l k e d to Tom all 
week,’’ says Floyd. “ I kept 
him cool. I told him to ap­ 
proach it like every play is 
his last play. And it worked. 
We won. 
“ Winning s o l v e s every­ 
thing.’’
